WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


There is no life to the canned food market either in 
this city or in any of the other centers where these foods 
are heavily traded in. That this is markedly so cannot 
be denied. 

Due to the political agitation and the many strikes 
in various sections of the country and of the world, gen- 
eral business is suffering very considerably, and it is to 
be expected that foods would feel this effect possibly 
first of all. This might not be true if it were not that our 
people have come to live at so high a plane; families in 
all walks of life have been living up to the penny of their 
income—it might even be more correct to say to their 
prospects—so that when a slump of this kind occurs they 
have nothing to fall back upon, and must curtail their 
expenses, and this generally falls first upon the table. 
When analysed the situation is not so difficult of under- 
standing, but the analysis is not likely to be a pleasant 
one. 

However canned foods have much to be thankful 
for; because it is a fact that other lines of business have 
been experiencing very hard “sledding” during the past 
year or more, and yet during all this time canned foods 
have gone on advancing in price, and with demand in- 
creasing in spite of these drawbacks. Just what might 
have been the result had general business conditions been 
buoyant is hard to say but pleasant to contemplate. 
While these conditions may be expected to continue until 
late in the fall, until the political situation is finally 
cleared by the fall elections, they must ultimately pass 
away, for their cause is actually more imaginary than

real; the boogy of the political changes being produced 
by the politicians for a purpose, a fact business is waking 
up to more and more every year. Wall street is no 
longer the same power in the land for good or evil it 
used to be, and with the waning of this influence general 
business is beginning to get upon a more staple basis. 
At every Presidential election of the past these “dangers 
to business and confidence” have been flaunted before the 
eyes of the world—the boogy we refer to—and by both 
sides of the question; and yet though one side must ot 
necessity have lost and we were therefore rightfully 
entitled to all the ills that human flesh could be heir to 
(and business gone to the damnation bow-wows, as they 
promised) it has never happened. Unless we consider 
that the “confidence” game is losing, and which is evi- 
denced in the mud-slinging and vituperation now in- 
dulged in to a greater extent than ever before. If this 
disturbing element were allowed but once in every eight 
years, instead of every four, we would be better off, we 
believe. 

But we are straying into pleasant pastures that are 
denied us; we should not get beyond the confines of 
canned food, and the “allied interests.” 

For the actual conditions of canned foods in all the 
leading centers our readers are referred to our various 
market reports which are right up to the minute. These 
cover New York, Chicago, San Francisco, New Orleans, 
Louisville, and various other sections, for the reports 
under the heading “As Brokers’ View the Market” are 
received by telegraph at the latest possible moment, 
closing the week at these points. 

In the Baltimore market here there are no changes 
to note, with the one exception of small fruits which seem

to be a little weaker owing to the desire on the part of 
holders to clean out any remaining stocks before the 
new packing comes on. 


Demand for tomatoes is not what it should be, 
though prices are holding well and holders are showing 
full confidence in their goods. Corn is dragging, show- 
ing little life in either spots or futures, and in this is a 
puzzle to the best informed. That holdings of corn are 
not heavy in any section is known and realized; the west 
with the exception of Iowa is practically cleaned up and 
Maryland in its heavy corn canning sections reports little 
or no holdings. Belief in these conditions is not based 
upon one man’s report, but on many from all sections 
and from packers and brokers. If the jobbing trade 
were buying canned foods generally as they formerly did 
prices on corn would undoubtedly be much higher; but 
in all sections they are buying in the smallest possible 
quantities, just sufficient to cover immediate requirements 
and refuse to come into the market until compelled. 

Peas are receiving some attention but mostly for 
the cheaper grades. This is to a degree true of other 
lines. Small fruits and special articles being taken in 
now to supply the boarding house demand which is 
always heavy with the opening of the seashore hotels, 
etc. 

The floods in the West have done considerable dam- 
age to canners’ crop prospects; have delayed the planting 
of peas, and the preparation of the soil for other crops. 
This is having an effect upon the growers, and the secur- 
ing of further acreage, with the result some of the canners 
are reselling their seed peas. 

In this section spring has come on rapidly and much 
headway is being made in the preparation of the ground 
for the crops. Large acreages of tomatoes will be put 
out ; but corn does not promise so well as last year in this 
respect. 


In California they are now having good rains which, 
it is said, will insure the fruit crops for this season, but 
which may have somewhat damaged apricots. A direct 
wire from there just as we are closing says: Heavy rain 
falling throughout California insuring crops; apricots 
alone may be damaged by rain; outlook for asparagus 
pack improved, demand increasing and higher rates 
likely on some grades, especially medium and small 
green. Small interests commenced selling future toma- 
toes at 75c. Strong inquiry for future fruits but not 
prices named as yet. 

In canners’ metals there is nothing new to report. 
Supplymen are busy getting ready the canneries and 
making provision for the coming season’s pack.

Tomatoes Weaker and prices decline—Corn shows no change—Peas steady with demand 
for medium grades—Sardines decline—Salmon demand decreasing. 


Reported by Telegraph 


New York, April 12, 1912. 

The Market. Not much change in general market 
conditions. Business goes on about as it has for weeks, 
with sales limited to the requirements of buyers. Sar- 
dines were cut 5@25c. a case in advance of the opening 
of the packing season next Monday. Winter still lingers 
and prevents the full fruition of the hopes for increased 
spring trade. Nearly all buyers seem to be fairly well 
stocked with most of the leading varieties, and they are 
not making any special effort to increase their holdings. 

Tomatoes. Spots are offered freely on a basis of 
924%4@9%5c. on No. 2s, $1.20@$1.22% on No. 3s and $3.65 
on No. 10s for prompt delivery. There is no special 
pressure to sell and no special buying interest. No. 2! 
California offered freely at $1.15 and No. 8s are dull at 
$3.30. Futures are easier with sales at 80c. factory on 
No. 3s and offerings freely made at 82%c. No. 2s at 60c. 
factory are not freely offered, while No. 10s are to be 
had at $2.40 factory. There is a quiet jobbing interest 
only. 

Peas. Are steady, buyers being interested mainly in 
medium grades, and they are not willing to pay above 
$1.20 delivered. Futures attract no special interest in 
any quarter. 

Asparagus. In fair demand on finer grades in spot 
2%4 square cans. Tips are firmer. Futures are offered 
at the opening basis.

Corn. Is dragging and the tone is weak. 
Spinach. Is a little firmer on No. 3s based on quo- 
tations. 


Succotash. Is steady, without much movement. 

Fruits. State prime to fancy No. 10 apples are held 
at $2.50 per dozen laid down here. There is fair demand. 
Maryland No. 10s are offered at $2.50 per dozen. Cali- 
fornia pears are firmly held. Some business has been 
done in the several sizes and grades based on quotations. 
Packers are not pressing sales of any grade showing fair 
quality. Peaches get fair attention. Appricots are held 
with more confidence. Pineapples are a little firmer. 
Hawaiian stock is not freely offered at $2.25 per dozen 
for extra sliced.. Rhubarb is held a little more freely. 

Sardines. The packing season opens next Monday, 
and in advance of that, with the expectation of clearing 
up stocks on hand before the new pack is ready for de- 
livery, prices were cut 15c. a case on quarter-oils and 
about 25c. on mustards. The cost of raw material prom- 
ises to be high and the expense of packing will be at 
least $2.50 per case for quarter-oils. It is possible to buy 
small lots of quarter-oils at $2.50 a case f. 0. b. Eastport. 
Sales of keyless quarter-oils have been made at less than 
inside figures. Business is very dull, and buyers refuse 


to stock up even on the present low basis. No prices 
have been named on futures. : 


Salmon. ‘Trade seems to have fallen off a little of 
late, and business is done in most instances in a retail 
way only. Buyers are taking only what they must have 
to satisfy the requirements. of their customers. Pinks 
are held at $1.05 on good grades. Alaska talls are quoted 
at $1.75@$1.72'% in most instances. Not much Columbia 
river stock is held in this market, and in all instances 
holders insist upon high values. Up to $2.50 is quoted 
for flats. White talls are up $2.20. Halves are quoted

Big buyers back at business—Tomatoes advance—Buying only for immediate requirements 


—Futures selling slowly—No concessions on Full Standard Corn—Cheap 


Pess in demand—Latest Market News. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Chicago, April 12th, 1912. 

Weather Conditions The weather since our last re- 
port has continued bright, warm and spring-like, and 
trade conditions have improved mery much in activity. 

The city has been annoyed somewhat with two 
primary elections during the month of April, one for the 
municipal officers and the other for State officers, which 
has detracted somewhat from trade conditions, but the 
primaries are now over and politics will be quiet until 
regular election. 

Report of the destruction and devastation of the 
floods throughout the South and Southwest still continue 
to come in, and they prove more general and harmful 
than at first thought. 

Big buyers are now all at their desks, giving strict 
attention to business, and the market feels the influence 
of their efforts. 

Canned Tomatoes. Stocks are very small of Stand- 
ard 3s, 2s and 10s, and there is some inquiry among the 
jobbers for supplies, but a disposition continues to buy

only for actual needs, as jobbers are determined not to 
be caught with high priced tomatoes late in the season. 
Stocks are very small, however, and many of them have 
been compelled to go into the market recently, but all 


are buying in carload or smaller lots for immediate 
necessities. 


Futures in tomatoes are selling very slowly. Job- 
bers seem to have supplied their requirements, and are 
not disposed to buy at all freely. 

Canned Corn. There are some offerings of good 
corn at low prices, but they are rather small and irreg- 
ular, coming principally from jobbing houses in the 


country, which seem to have stocks which they deem 
a little too large. 


Canners are not offering any concessions in Extra 


Standard and Full Standard corn, and seem to be confi- 
dent of the future of the market. 


Future corn is selling very slowly, and there is 
no disposition scarcely on the part of wholesale grocers 
to increase their contracts for future corn. 

Canned Peas. There is considerable inquiry for 
cheaper grades of peas. Better grades seem to be in full 
supply. The future market in peas is uninteresting, be- 
cause canners have about sold up to their capacity and 
jobbers have bought about all they care to buy, having 
bought very heavily early in the season, 

Canned Salmon. There is some disposition on the 
part of wholesale grocers to push sales of Standard 1s 
Red Alaska and Standard 1s Tall Cohoe and Pink Sal- 


mon. These seem to be the three grades that are moving 
slowly. 


We hear of a lack of promptitude on the part of 
wholesale grocers in coming forward to sign salmon con- 
tracts for 1912 pack, owing to the fact that their stocks 
so far have not moved and that they have more capital 
invested in this article than they find profitable to keep 
tied up. It is quite probable that salmon canners will 
have some difficulty in contracting ahead, as largely and 
as favorably as during the past two seasons. 

The high price of salmon fixed by the packers last 
year seems to have restricted consumption and the effect 


is to leave jobbers with heavy holdings in stock, much 
heavier than heretofore, for many years. 


American Sardines. Sale of American sardines is 
just beginning. The movement has been very small, but 
is now opening up. 

Prices at Eastport seem to continue low, with ample 


offerings. Stocks of wholesalers in Chicago, are large 
and well assorted. 


A good demand for American sardines is anticipated 
on account of low prices, but it is still being waited for.

Cheaper grades of Baltimore whole 
and Western packed cut string beans, No. 2 cans, are 
being inquired for and are in fairly good demand. 

Canned Small Fruits. Blackberries, blueberries, 
cherries and raspberries, as well as gooseberries, are all 
beginning to sell well with the opening spring, and some 
interest is being taken in these goods, on the part 
of wholesalers who find their stocks have run down low. 


Canned Peaches. Special interest is being displayed 
in No. 2% Standard and Seconds Yellow Free and Lemon 
Cling Peaches, also in water goods. Higher grades of 
California canned peaches are not in demand, except 
in a small way. 

Canned Pineapple. A canned goods jobbing house 
in Chicago has bought up most all the sliced pineapple 
in this city, at a low price. I refer to Hawaiian goods. 
The market for 1912 has opened up about l6c. to 20c. 
a dozen higher than the market for 1911, and this has 
influenced the speculative buying in Hawaiian canned 
pineapple. WRANGLER.

Mr. Rufus Gibbs was toastmaster and as such proved him- 
self a pastmaster at the art, handling everything neatly and 
orderly and in such a manner as to hold his listeners to the 
last. He reviewed briefly the work of the year pointing out 
the difficulty experienced in securing exemption for the Mary- 
land canners from the 10-hour law which was enacted by the 
recent Legislature, and admonishing all canners to so arrange 
the sanitary condition of their plants as to disarm any further 
attempts against the industry in this line. He first called on 
President Myer, who had been re-elected at the afternoon 
meeting of the Exchange, and President Myer replied in a 
neat address, to the point, advocating the establishment of 
a steamship line between Baltimore and points on the Gulf. 

Mayor Preston, who had to cut short a previous engage- 
ment in order to be present and was therefore a little late, 
showed his familiarity with the canning business as he had 
learned it in his home in Harford County. He expressed his 
pleasure at the exemption of the canners from the 10-hour 
law, as he realized the absolute necessity of it, and he urged 
the canners to push on to greater things even though they 
are now the leading interest in the State. He urged them 
to help build up the city as he was trying, help make it better 
by making better goods and more of them, and so bring Balti- 
more into her rightful position, the fourth city of the country. 

At this point Toastmaster Gibbs read a telegram from 
Secretary F. E. Gorrell, expressing his regret at not being 


able to be present, and bringing the laugh by saying he could 
even then hear the ‘“‘marvellous’’ of Tom Meehan. 


The President of the National Association, Mr. S. F. Has- 
erot was then introduced and spoke as follows:

Just three years ago it was when I had the honor to 
address the members of the Baltimore Canned Goods Ex- 
change, and the topic that I took at that time as a basis for 
more or less of a general talk upon the outlook was the ques- 
tion: ‘“‘What’s the matter with the canned goods business?” 
I answered the question myself; giving two reasons for the 
condition of the canned goods business as it presented itself 
at that time to the man who was inclined to hunt out the 
evil and apply the means of correction: 

First: Adverse publicity. 

Second: Carelessness. 

You are in splendid position now to judge as to whether 
the last three years have not brought about an entire change 
as it relates to the first of these thoughts. There never has 
been, in the history of our industry, so thorough an accom- 
plishment of a change in public opinion as that which has 
been brought about through the application of steadfast com- 
mercial principles in the management of the Bureau of Pub- 
licity of the National Canners Association, organized three 
years ago. As time has gone on the need of this sort of 
work has become more and more patent to every member of the 
canned food fraternity who felt disposed to dig down deep into 
the question, and I am back to you tonight with no apology for 
the success that has been attained by Mr. Frank E. Gorrell, 


. the efficient Secretary of the National Canners Assuciation and 
Director of its Board of Publicity. 


This is one of the outstanding examples of what efficiency 
has done for the canned food industry, and at this time 
I wish to tender, publicly, to Mr. Gorrell, my congratulations 
upon the working out of a plan which was more or less of 
an idea three years ago, but which today is an established and 
recognized fact; the utility and success of which cannot be 
questioned. 


I want to say, Mr. Toastmaster and Members of the Ex- 
change, that I had this idea of the establishment of a Bureau 
of Efficiency for the canning industry long before the hour 
that I sat down with you three years ago. I touched upon 
this very question in an address that I delivered at Wilmington, 
Delaware, before the Tri-State Association, on March 26th, 
1909, and at that time I expressed myself on this very subject 
in the following language: 


“Now enters upon the scene the canner himself. 
If he is willing, if you are willing, to recognize and 
correct the faults that certainly exist, then the Board 
of Publicity will accomplish exactly the object at 
which it aims; namely, an increase in the consump- 
tion of canned fruits and vegetables which, in itself, 
will take the business out of its present depths and 
place it upon a plane where it will pay a profit to 
every man who is identified with it. 


“T am not preaching a new doctrine. Go back 
upwards of two years to the files and hunt up my 
address delivered at Buffalo at the anual meeting 
of the National Canners Association. It’s all there. 
Turn your face toward the real thing that will de- 
velop the business—-THE STANDARDIZATION OF 
QUALUITY.”

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As the question was three years ago: ‘‘What’s the mat- 
ter with the canned goods business?’’ in my opinion, the ques- 
tion today is: ‘What can we do to promote efficiency in the 
canning industry?’’ I want to give you an example of non- 
efficiency. 


A few months ago a man wrote me from a well located 
city in one of the nearby States, asking if I would be willing 
to spend a little time with him, discussing a canning problem. 
I answered that I would. He came on at the appointed time. 
He proved to be a man who had invested some money in the 
canning industry about four years ago and since the invest- 
ment of the money he had not been able to get any dividends 
and he wondered, too: ‘‘What’s the matter with the canned 
goods business?’’ I asked him about the location of the 
plant, about the conditions under which it was put into busi- 
ness, and it was the old story of the promoter. Along about 
January in walks a bright, active fellow, well acquainted with 
the canned food business in some respects, especially well ac- 
quainted with the fact that the price of a certain staple article 
was very much above normal. After securing acquaintance- 
ship with several of the good merchants of the city, including 
the Postmaster and Cashier of the bank, he suggested the 
idea that the community of Home Town was just the place 
for the establishment of a cannery. He enlarged upon the 
profits of the business, suggested that an article that sold at 
$1.10 per dozen could be produced at 67%c., and this story, 
coupled with the pleasant manner in which he presented it, 
took: with the good people and a meeting was called for pur- 
pose of organizing a company. 


Subscriptions were secured from business men, profes- 
sional men and farmers throughout the community, and 
after these subscriptions had been secured up to an amount 
of $15,000.00, the wide awake promoter suggested that suf- 
ficient money now having been raised, the proper thing to do 
was to make a contract to build a plant. Such a contract was 
entered into with one of the promotion concerns, with whose 
methods you are acquainted, and in due course of time, four 
year ago, the plant completed, was turned over to the Board 
of Directors and there was much speechifying and congratula- 


tion as to the outlook. Four years later Mr. Sadler was on 
the scene in my office explaining the condition. The plant op- 
erated the first year under conditions which were faily suc- 
cessful. The next year trouble began. The third year the 
farmers refused to bring any more produce because they 
hadn’t been paid for the preceding year’s deliveries. The 
fourth year the Directors’ found themselves with a loan of 
$9,000.00 at the bank past due—no funds, no goods and a 
cannery located too far away from the railroad station to 
be able to compete with the well regulated and well located 
plants that are owned by the business men in the canning 
industry. 


Can you cite an example of greater inefficiency in the 
working out of a business problem and do you know that to 
plan ahead to avoid such situations as shown in this little 
city of Home Town, would be a measure of efficiency that 
may be well undertaken by any organized body, such as the 
National Canners Association? Isn’t this sort of competition 
about as inimicnl to your interests as can be imagined? And, 
isn’t it time to stamp it out? And, do you know that the 
amount of cost of working out a Bureau of Efficiency of this 
kind would be a bagatelle as compared to the amount of good 
that a bureau of this kind could be to you? 

I know a hard-headed, thoughtful, successful business man 
at the head of a house that has gone through fifty years of 
profitable merchandising. He has travelled largely in this 
country and abroad. His experience is both wide and varied. 
He has been for years an active exemplification of the man that 
does things. He has broadened out much since I have known 
him. His range is wide—his vision extends beyond the horizon 
of the immediate necessity. He is the president of a corpora- 
tion with which he has grown up from boyhood—a business 
that declared 100% stock dividend that had been earned. This 
man, himself a type of efficiency, said to a friend of mine the 
other day: 


“Yes, we bought the service of a business analyst. 
We paid him $750.00 to dissect us and put us to- 
gether again. He earned the money. He taught us 
efficiency. He found the weak spots—the waste— 
the loss of earning capacity. He worked out a rem- 
edy. We applied it. We should have known it, but 
we didn.t” 

Would you believe it—coming from a man such as de- 
scribed? The astonishing decreases in cost of production 
worked out by the efficiency engineer have become a matter 
of daily news. But, perhaps, you say where and how does this 
come in on the canning business. Just here. 

Up in York State last week I met a friend in the canning 
business—a man who is progressive and who studies his busi- 
ness. I thought to myself, when I shook hands with him, now 
here’s a chance to try the new efficiency plan on a real live 
specimen. 

After the usual greeting, I said: 

“Well, did you read the story in the newspaper 
a while ago about how -the railroad companies, if 
methods of efficiency were introduced, could save a 
million dollars a day?” 

“Yes,”’ he answered, “I saw the article?- It looked 
big, didn’t it? Too big for me to think about it.” 

“Did you ever think that this sort of thing could 
be applied to your plant successfully.” 

“Yes,’”’ he spoke up at once, “if somebody could 
come along and show me what to do at just the right

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time and where to do it and how, it would be a 
tremendous help. Of course, he would have to know 
something about the business.’’ 

“Certainly,” I replied, ‘“‘unless he did know some- 
thing about the business he would be of no use to 
you as anexpert. The point is this: What could you 
afford to pay a man who could come into your insti- 
tution and tell you what to do to increase your effi- 
ciency? Would you be willing to hire him for a 
week, such a man?” 

“Say, what are you driving at, have you got such 
a man that you can send me? I will tell you what 
I will do. If you can furnish me such a man I will 
pay him $20.00 a day for a week’s work and his ex- 
penses. I should consider it a good investment on 
that basis.” 


Mr. Toastmaster, and you, business men of the Baltimore 
Canned Goods Exchange, doesn’t it seem practicable for you 
to start right out at home, here, now and find the man that 
can find the leaks—divide him around and plug up the leaks? 
What if he does say things that stir up your fighting blood— 
pays no attention to the red that is coming up behind your 
ear—says these things with a calmness that is maddening? 
You are paying him to analyze your faults—locate the pitfalls 
in your business—create efficiency.

WILLIAM T. GRAHAM AND AMERICAN CAN CO. 


William T. Graham, president of the American Can Com- 
pany, knows many branches of the metal manufacturing busi- 
ness. He was brought up in such industries. He was first 
vice-president of the American Tin Plate Company. He was a 
factor in the negotiations which led up to the United States 
Steel Corporation. In the early, stormy tin plate days Graham 
was a host in himself and the interest which he represented 
usually came through the periods of stress with flying colors. 
William H. Moore and Daniel G. Reid deferred to him, though 
they had great interests at stake, in the deal whereby the 
American Tin Plate Company was absorbed by the Steel Cor- 
poration. At the Holland House one day, before the deal was 
consummated, this situation moved a big New York financier 
to ask Moore, ‘““‘Who is Graham, anyhow?” (The present head 
of the American Can Company was holding out for a stiff 


price for the tin plate company.) Judge Moore smiled and 


replied: ‘‘Why out in Pittsburgh and everywhere in the West 
where steel is made Graham is known for his'executive ability. 
He is not only practical with pencil and paper, he is the 
smartest man in America, in my opinion. Charlie Schwab 
once said that if Graham is ever stopped by St. Peter in the 
other world he will only need a pencil and pad to figure his 
way by him.” William T. Graham, I am told, is doing more 
for the American Can Company than he ever did for the Tin 
Plate Trust. For one thing he is cutting down costs very 
heavily by the introduction of labor-saving machinery. There 
are machines in the factories of the American Can Company 
which do the work formerly done by a dozen, 15 or 20 men. 
One of his policies is to offer a product of the highest class 
at the lowest possible price consistent with a fair profit. He 
foresaw the increased demand for these goods to come from 
new pure food and sanitary laws and his company was there 
with the ability to supply this demand, now growing larger and 
larger, when it came. As a consequence of this growth of 
business the American Can Company uses over $15,000,000 


worth of tin plate a year, most of which it buys from the 
Steel Trust, being the largest single customer of that cor- 
poration. Graham, who is only 55, is a stickler for hard work, 
yet is also an outdoor man and a great lover of golf, as well as 
fishing and shooting when he can get away from business. 


For years, under this man’s management, every surplus 
dollar over the 5 per cent. dividend paid on American Can 
preferred has gone back into the property for betterments, 
new plants and additions to old ones. The company has also 
built up a big export business, and friends of Graham say he 
counts on a 10 per cent. increase in the net earnings of the 
company this year. This is the real basis of this speculation 
in American Can common, which many professional traders 
think is valueless, but which has recently been bought and 
put away by very rich men in and out of the can business 
who think the stock offers the possibility of great appreciation 
at a minimum risk.—‘‘Adams,” in the Boston News Bureau.

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Tomato-Seed Oil. 


[From Consul L. J. Keena, Florence, Italy.] 


The following is a translation of a French exchange 
article copied in one of the local newspapers: 

A new oil which has made its appearance on the 
market was until recently quite unknown. The oil is 
extracted from tomato seeds. Especially in Italy is it pos- 
sible to obtain in considerable quantities this oil, owing to 
the extensive cultivation of the tomato. The Province of 
Parma alone conserves 84,000 tons of tomatoes, the residue 
fiom which, thrown away until a short time ago, has 
yielded 600 tons of oil. 

From a chemical standard the tomato-seed oil is classed 
as a dry-seed oil of the type of cottonseed oil. It will find, 
therefore, an immediate employment in soap making and 
in all industries where cottonseed or similar oils are used. 

In investigating this matter I have found that the oil 
mentioned is not known at all in the local market. The 
Chamber of Commerce of Parma writes that the industry 
is as yet in the experimental stage. From the experiments 
and tests which have been made they are, nevertheless, 
certain of the success of this new industry. 

This tomato-seed oil should therefore appear on the 
local market this coming fall, and its success there will 
undoubtedly be at the expense of the American cotton- 
seed oil. 

Of the 35,801 quintals of cottonseed oil imported in 
1910, 34,272 quintals came from the United States, 899 
quintals from England, and 630 quintals from Austria- 
Hungary.

JOBBERS WANT 80 CENT TOMATOES. 


A writer, in the New York Journal of Commerce, under date 
of April 5, has the following to say: 

General trade continues to be of a light jobbing character, 
jobbers exhibiting interest in spot goods only when it is neces- 
sary to fill in to keep up assortments. In futures there appears 
to be little if anything selling at présent. Some jobbers would 
buy future No. 3 standard Maryland tomatoes at 80c f. o. b., but 
not many of them, at least of the trade in this vicinity, are in- 
terested enough to bid even that figure. From all accounts, or 
rather from letters of Southern brokers, there are no packers 
who would be willing to shade 82%c f. o. b. and quite a few of 
them still stick out for 85c, claiming that at $10 a ton for raw 
stock, in connection with the Government order under the pure 
food law which practically means solid pack, they could make 
no profit in selling future tomatoes at anything under these 
figures. In spot tomatoes a little business could be done in 
some quarters at $1.20 f. o. b. Baltimore, though $1.25 is still the 
general quotation and with several of the best consuming months 
ahead, and stocks much below the average size for this time of 
the year, packers are not at all anxious to make sales at this 
time. Even those who quote $1.20 would quickly raise their 
limit, it is believed, should that quotation bring out any consid- 
erable number of orders. But it hasn’t done that yet and the 


quotations at present are somewhat nominal, being supported 
by only occasional purchases. 


Spot Corn remains easy, the lower prices named in some 
quarters failing to stimulate the demand. Future corn is not 
being urged by the packers of any section, but there is little 
demand for it. Peas are firm under limited offerings for both 
spot and future delivery, but there is little demand for stock in 
either position. String Beans are in a similar position. Some 
business is reported in future Jersey Rheubarb at $1.85 to $2 for 
No. 10s, the inside price being for plain and the higher figure 


for lacquered sanitary cans. No. 3s are quoted at 80c. It is said 
that after two short crops the Jersey canners are cauuols in 
making commitments until they can get a better line on what 
the coming crop is to be. Spot Asparagus is having a fair sale 
and the market is steadier, as holdings are gradually cleaned 
up. A number of the prominent local jobbers are said to have 
not yet covered their future requirements.

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CANNED PUMPKIN AND ITS POINTS. 


(From Interstate Grocer.) 

Canned pumpkin is packed usually in No. 3 and No. 10 cans, 
and is of fine merit. The pumpkins are cleaned and thoroughly 
cooked, and then the meat is reduced to pulp by a machine used 
for that purpose. It is then carefully screened and strained in 
order to take out all hull or other useless parts, put into cans 
and hermetically sealed. It was formerly the case that pumpkin 
had an admixture of corn starch to make it appear firm or solid 
in the can and of a light color, but the article is no longer used 
for a filler; neither is any other adulterant as there is scarcely 
anything which could be used that costs as little as pumpkin. 

Pumpkin which is firm and which can be sliced with a knife 


when turned out of the can upon a dish is either compressed by 
machinery or stiffened with corn starcn. 

The pumpkin belongs to the gourd family of vegetables, as 
does the squash, and both have been used as food for men and 
animals since history began, and both are grown in all parts of 
the world. They are wholesome and nutritious and deserving 
of a much wider use than they have so far attained. 


Pumpkin in cans should be of a deep golden color, somewhat 
darker than the natural yellow color or the flesh of the pumpkin, 
as cooking darkens the color slightly. It should be of a moist 
consistency, but not too moist, just so it can be stirred with a 
spoon in the can, and that it will heap up moderately when 
poured in a dish. It should be free of black streaks or discolor- 
ation and of specks, and should be so pulped that its consistency 
is smooth and of fine texture and not lumpy or shredded. It 
should be of natural flavor.

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EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Secretary Gorrell has been attending the various State 
meetings, and we trust you have to. ‘They were worth 


attending, were they not? 


The canner who does not ‘read as he runs’ will find it 
very difficult to run, and that very shortly, we fear. 


The service that is now at your disposal, through your 
local Association, the National Association, and other- 
wise, is such as the early canners in the business dared 
hardly dream of, much less experienced. 


We know there are many of you who do not fully 
realize this; many who are plodding along in the same 
blind way as of yore, subject to all the disheartening 
changes and impositions that made the path so toilsome ; 


.and yet withal these are the very ones who are most 
envious of the canner who seems to succeed with every- 
thing he touches, whose path is easy and who makes a 
success of his business. They fail to observe why he is 
successful, why his business moves smoothly. 


Possibly the old rural story will fit a number of the 
cases. A farmer complained to his neighbor that he was 
having much trouble with his bull. He explained that 
this bull, a fine blooded animal, was stalled right at the 
door, in the first stall; but that when the women came to 
milk the cows, or tried to leave after doing so, the bull 
bothered them, kicked over the milk pails and made 
general trouble. And he asked how the trouble could 
be remedied. 

His neighbor suggested that he move the bull’s stall 
up to the other end of the line; but the farmer at once 
“replied: ‘No, my father and his father before him al- 
ways had the bull in the first stall, and there his bull 
must stay.” 


The canner who fails to take advantage of the many 
opportunities to better inform himself, and to help the 
general business along by so doing, is not better off than 
this short-sighted farmer. 


Read President Haserot’s address at the banquet of 
the Canned Goods Exchange, and which is given.in full 
in this issue, and you will be given some idea of what 
immense strides have been made in the canning business 
during the past three years. Up to this year there were 
but comparatively few men in the.business with fore- 
sight enough to join in this movement, through the Na- 
tional Canners’ Association; but these few have been 
able to produce the wonders—for they are wonders— 
which we now see have been worked out in the business. 


Now that much good has been actually accomplished 
the many are rushing in to lend their aid to further the 
good work; lending their assistance by joining the Na- 
tional Association, and also by subscribing to the Pub- 
licity Fund. As our cartoon says, all the better canners 
are now in the band-wagon; they are lending their pres- 
ence and their money towards the building up of their 
own business as every one in the industry should. It is 
a poor canner indeed who does not see that it is to his 
benefit to pull with the many; who cannot see that this 
influential body of men can accomplish matters that it 
would be wholly impossible for the individual to even 
attempt. But all must realize that the greatest results 
will only be accomplished when the membership of this 
Association embraces every canner. Every one should 
belong to this Association, everyone should lend it his 
support, and the canner who does not is standing in the 
way of the progress of this great business. 


There is no longer question as to the value of this 
Association; its good works speak for it; other lines 
of business recognize it, and even the Government re- 
gards it with approval and works with it. What more 


could you want? Get in the band-wagon without delay. 
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This ought not to be the work of the Secretary alone, 
or of the officers of the Association. Every member 
should constitute himself a committee of one to work for 
and talk the Association to his fellow canners, urging 
them to join in the movement for self-protection. It is 
in numbers that there is strength, and those members 
who have learned what the Association had to impart to 
them within the past fortnight can realize what it would 
mean if every canner knew; if this important information 
could but be made generally known, as would be the 
case if all were members.

Weather Conditions ideal—Asparagus Packing in full swing—Big Future Tomato Pack— 


An Unreasonable Number New Salmon Canneries. 


Reported by Telegraph 


San Francisco, Cal., April 12, 1912. 
Outlook Very Favorable. Very satisfactory weather con- 
ditions are being experienced in California and the prospects 


of large crops being harvested are growing brighter every. 


day. No killing frosts have been experienced and from only 
a few isolated places has there come news of any damage 
to fruits. The heavy rains that occurred early in March in- 
sured ample moisture for trees and benefited growing vegeta- 
bles to a marked degree. A downpour now would be of great 
value, especially to asparagus growers, but crops of no kind 
are suffering. The outlook this season is for the greatest 
output of fruits.and vegetables in the history of the State, and 
with markets in splendid shape it is likely that all records 
will be broken in the canned food pack. Plants are now being 
overiauled and enlarged and preparations are being made for 
a season of great activity. Of course, there is.still time for 


heavy frosts and serious damage to crops, but packers are 
going ahead with their plans just the same. 


Asparagus Packing. Asparagus packing is now general 
and large quantities of grass is being offered. A rain is needed 
now to soften the crust that has formed in the fields, and as 
soon as this occurs some high grade grass will be harvested. 
Generally speaking, packers are well satisfied with the de- 
mand that has developed for the new pack of asparagus, 
conditional orders having been confirmed in most cases as 
prices were about as low as buyers expected. Brokers are 
being advised that their customers who have merely placed 
“blanket”’ orders are taking serious chances in delaying as- 
sortments as it is already becoming difficult to confirm gen- 
eral assortments. The California Fruit Canners Association 
has withdrawn quotations on No. 2% small green, No. 1 
square small green tips and No. 1 tall green. This firm is 
putting up a limited pack this season of fancy quality white 
asparagus in the No. 2 round pea can, also in the No. 1 tall 
salmon can, to meet the demand for a 20c. seller. The No. 
2 contains about thirty spears to the can and is quoted at 
$1.50, while the No. 1 contains about twenty large spears and 
is quoted at $1.45. This firm is also packing another new 
size this season, this being a No. 1 cylinder can 6% inches 
high and 2 1-8 inches in diameter, each can containing about 
eight spears of mammoth green asparagus, these being quoted 
at $1.40. Officials of this firm express the opinion that there 
can be no material increase this year in the size of the as- 
paragus pack, as compared with last season, as there is not 


the equipment nor the labor in the asparagus districts to 
make this possible. 


Tomato Preparations. From all of the tomato growing 
sections of the State comes the news that an increased acreage 
is being planted this season and a record-breaking pack is 
being prepared for. Packers are of the opinion that good 
prices will rule, and are now in the field contracting stock at 
higher rates than were paid last year. Future business is 


being solicited and some heavy sales have been made at 
varying prices. Some No. 2% Standards have been sold 
here at 80c., and No. 8 Standards at $2.25, but these rates 
have been shaded slightly by some operators. On solid pack 
tomatoes the market is better defined and prices are quite 
steady at 90c. for No. 2%, $1.00 for No. 3 and $2.75 for No. 


‘10. Some No. 2% Extra Standards have changed hands at 


82%c. Spot stocks are well cleaned up and there is but little 
activity in this line. 


Coast News Notes. Mr. E. Biardot, president of the 
Franco-American Food Co., of Jersey City, and president also 
of the American Association for Purity of Foods, was in 
San Francisco recently on a short business trip and took oc- 
casion to express his regrets in regard to the resignation of 
Dr. Wiley. The local papers commented upon the visit of 


Mr. Biardot and considerable favorable publicity was given to 
the aims of the association with which he is connected. 


H. J. Heinz, head of the H. J. Heinz Company, who was 
recently in California on a trip of investigation, has authorized 
the following statement: ‘‘The Heinz Company has secured a 
site for an olive pickling plant at Corning, where it will in 
the near future begin the erection of adequate buildings. The 
site embraces a frontage of 680 feet along the main line of 
the S. P. road in the town of Corning. The company will 
this year pack California ripe olives as one of its ‘57,’ that 
being the company’s trade mark.” It is understood that other 


factories are to be established here also and that tomatoes 
and pickles of various kinds will be put up. 


Coast packers are already receiving many inquiries for 
leganberries and from the present outlook it would seem that 
it would be impossible to pack sufficient of these to meet the 
demand. The acreage devoted to this berry has been steadily 
increasing of late, and the opinion has been expressed that 
it would soon be necessary to dry a portion of the output, but 
from the extent of the demand it would seem that grgowers 


would not be compelled to také this step for several seasons, 
at least. 


New Salmon Canneries. Reports received from Alaska in- 
dicate that the salmon packing season will conimence there 
earlier than usual, and this is an indication that the pack 
may be a large one. Fully twenty-five new canneries have 
been projected, but it is doubtful if more than ten or twelve 
are erected this season, and it is the opinion of experienced 
cannery men that the erection of these new plants will have 
but little effect on the output. Already there are packing 
facilities sufficient to care for all the fish that can be caught 
and the additional plants will mean that the pack of the plants 
now established will be reduced. The success of many of 
the new plants will depend entirely upon whether or not the 
present high prices for canned salmon can be maintained. In 


regard to pink salmon this is a: question that is yet to be 
settled, and it will be several months before it can be seen 
whether or not this fish can be sold in large quantities at

BALTIMORE. 
Thos. J. Meehan & Co., April 13th: 

The tomato market continues to be quiet, with an easier 
feeling, but the prices hold firmly at the same level that pre- 
vailed last week with small chances of going any lower. The 
very heavy sales of future tomatoes during the last four months 
are a sustaining force which will go a long way toward keep- 
ing the market quotations in line with the present prices with 
a tendency to be stronger, rather than weaker, as the time 
for canning draws nigh. Whenever there occurs a breathing 
spell, or a dull period, in the tomato market the rumor fac- 
tories begin to work overtime, and if one could depend upon 
the alleged news published daily in certain commercial jour- 
nals, with large circulation, the buyers of future tomatoes at 
the top prices early in the year might well have the blues. 
There is nothing in the present situation and outlook to shake 
one’s confidence in the stability of the market for futures from 
now on. The developments hereafter marketwise depend 
largely, if not entirely, upon the weather and the crop condi- 
tions during the next four months. 

Spot tomatoes hold up very well in the face of the fall- 
ing off in the demand for them since the early part of March. 
There is, of course, more or less doing in them daily, and the 
next four months are among the heaviest distributing months 
of the year. There is increasing interest shown in future 
Peas, and it looks like there is a strong market for them 
ahead. Spot peas are pretty well cleaned up. Sweet pota- 
toes continue to be one of the strongest articles for both spot 
and future deliveries. Spot string beans are firm, also. Spot 
spinach nearly sold out, and the buying of the new pack is 
excellent, especially for quick shipment. Both spot and fu- 
ture corn are\at a standstill, and some good trades can be 
picked up. There is the usual daily run of small orders for 
the other lines of vegetables, but nothing out of the ordinary. 

More inquiry this week for spot apples, and less demand 
for pears. As a matter of fact, there was less doing this week 
in all lines of fruits, the small orders for them being, evidently, 
to piece out broken stocks. Future pineapples are fairly active, 
but up to this time there has been little or nothing done in 
future berries of any kind. A couple weeks of warm, season- 
able weather will make a big difference in the market condi- 
tions and demand for them. 

Cove oysters continue firm, with a fair demand. 


FUTURE TOMATOES—The character of the buying this 
week would not tend to encourage the canners if they were 
looking for encouragement. The basic conditions, however, 
are so well-grounded that even.the most venturesome among 
the packers appear to be afraid to cut their prices, and load 
up with orders, which would be theirs for the asking, at a 
shade under the going prices. The speculative disposition is 
curbed by the uncertainties of the situation as a whole. A 
majority of the well-informed men in the trade believe that the 
present prices will prove to be the lowest figures for tomatoes 
during the remainder of the year.

SPOT TOMATOES—Steady buying of tomatoes in small 
lots for prompt shipment, but there is no snap to the business. 
They are bought because they are actually needed. If the 


stocks in the hands of the canners were as large as they 


usually are at this time of the year the market prices would 
decline. As it is the holders appear to be content with their 
position and to await developments.

TOMATOES—The market for Spot Tomatoes continues to 
pursue the even tenor of its way with practically no changes 
to report—with buying interest very quiet—but with stocks 
so light that the least activity would produce higher values. 
Those looking for quality in the can find it difficult to procure 
and have either the choice of paying outside figures or taking 
something which, perhaps may pass, but this passable article 
is now getting well cleaned up and with the opening of demand 
from hotels and other resorts as the season approaches there 
may be another whirl in the spot market. 

We quote No. 2 Standards, 92142—95c.; 
No. 3 Standards, $1.25 and 
No. 10 Standards, 3.60. 

The daily market reports have noted some sales of Future 
No. 3 Standard Tomatoes as low as 80c.—but these are excep- 
tional and it would not be surprising but that a string were 
attached thereto. 

8244c. seems to be the price usually demanded, and yet 
there are those whom we know have refused to confirm busi- 
ness for less than 85c.—and we positively know that sales 
have been made during the past week on this basis. The 
whole story is that there is a lull after the storm and some 
weak-kneed sellers being becalmed and seizing upon any 
breeze that would fill their sails and assist them to shore 
have accepted business at the low figure—but it is generally 
conceded that these sellers have lacked exprience in the busi- 
hess or having little responsibility have felt an over-anxiety to 
book some orders. In the meantime a tremendous volume of 
future business has been recorded and this has proved in the 
past a strong support to the market as the least scare regard- 
ing crop conditions often throws heavy future sellers into a 
panic and causes them to go on the market and buy for the 
purpose of hedging. It is a long time between now and the 
time for shipment. The season is already belated and the 
present, and often in great excess of the present, change in the 
perience of last year can be easily reproduced. 

This time a year ago we were passing through this same 
dull season and lo! what a change took place in-a remarkably 
short time and was followed by continual advance until the 
present high mark was reached! 


CORN—Corn of desirable quality is commanding good 
prices as there is little of it and goods of well known brands 
have been commanding attention and are being well cleaned 
up—and with the long period yet remaining before the new 
crop can be placed on the market the large pack of 1911 may 
be reduced to small holdings. 

We have seen previous times of depression like the 
present, and often in great excess of the present, change in the 
space of a short period. 

With the unprecedented large pack of 1911 it is remark- 
able that prices have held up so well—and there is little indica- 
tion at this writing that concessions will be made from present 
values. 

FUTURE CORN—It is generally a good time to invest in 
an article when it is commanding little attention—when the 
producer feels somewhat discouraged and is showing a 
tendency to curtail production. 

The canned foods business is especially susceptible to shifts 
and changes and is subject to great advances and declines—to 
over-production and curtailment and this looks like a year of 
curtailment and might be a good time for the buyers to get 
aboard. Offerings are being made on a most reasonable basis. 
Producers have named pricés considerably less than last season 
and with no lower cost of production, simply lopping off so 
much from legitimate profits and an over-production this year
